His bondsmen last night 
turned him over to Sheriff Dill and he 
was also locked up in jal. When 
Ostrander arrived there was ?' run on 
the bank for three days, but other 
banks came to the relief of the Ulster 
county Savings ‘Institution and the 
trustees made a statement showing a 
surplus of $247,000. As the statement 
was signed by a number of prominent 
men of this city, who were Directors 
of the bank, it had a reassuring effect 
and depositors who drew out their 
money brought it back. The system 
adopted by Ostrander and Trumpbour 
was most ingenious and for twenty 
years baffled the skill of expert exam- 
iners in the employ ef the State. In 
carrying it out deceit and perjury 
was frequently and effectually em- 
ployed.” The statement showed re- 
sources of $2,135,000; due depositors, 
$1,888,000; surplus, $247,000. It is 
impossible to tell or even conjecture 
what the effect of closing the bank 
will have on the people of Ulster 
county. A majority of the depositors 
are poor people. There are two other 
savings tiihks in the city. Condout 
and Kingston, the trustees of which 
have decided to demand the sixty 
days notice irom depositors should 
there bea run of any consegtence. 
The feeling against the trustees who 
siened the statement is bitter in the 
extreme, and they are characterized 
as thieves for making the depositors 
beliete the bank solvent when they 
should have known its Condition. 
First Vice-President Brodbead, who 
had executive charge of the bank, also 
comes in for his share of censure in 
signing the ststement and iu allowing 
people to deposit their money. 

The Ulster connty Savings Iustitu- 
tion was incorporated by an act of the 
Legislature April 12, 1851. 

People had great contidence in the 
institution. itis said a number of 
the bonds mentioned by the trustees 
were hypothicated in New York by 
Ostrander and Trumpbour. Another 
method mentioned was that deposits 
in many cases were entered on the 
banks, registered for on'y a half and 
a third of the amount rece'ved, while 
the entries in the depositor’s book 
were for the full amount, the differ- 
ence being taken by the thieves. The 
streets of Kingston are filled with | 
people, and depositors are arriving on 
every train and by all manner of ve- 
hicles.

Repert ef Railways.

The report says of the 
railroad that for the past 
year there has been an increase in the 
gross receipts, but a falling off in the 
net earnings, Owing to increased com- 
petition.

The tron- 
ble is that the percentages required 
by Jaw to be paid do not create a sum 
equal to the interest the governme 
has to pay on the subsidy bonds. 

The Commissioner endorses the 
policy of the Union Prcific in aiding 
the construction of branch lines which 
shall be tributary to the main line. 
He says were it not for these feeders 
the Union Pacific would yield no net 
earnings whatever, and the property 
would not be worth the amount of its 
first mortgage bonds. The Commis- 
missioner urged very strongly and at 
considerable length the great necessity 
of some action being taken looking to 
a settlemer’ between the bonded roads 
and the government, 

Regarding this he said: I have 
little doubt of the ability of the prin- 
cipal bond: d roads to eventually meet 
all their obligations to the government 
but the sum of these debts is appar- 
ently beyond the possibility of pay- 
ment in money at their m-.uiarity. 
Some plan of refusding must be de- 
vised in order to give them time, The 
course of the government should be 
that which any practical business man 
would pursue with a private debtor in 
a similar situation. The Commission- 
ers recommend the appo:ntment of a 
commission of not over three membeis 
to be percons in government employ, 
to consider the situation, confer with 
the railroad companies and report 
their conclusion to Congress. If such 
an adjustment could be agreed upon 
as would secure to the government the 
monies due it and not seriously affect 
the busine s or credit of the railroads 
or burden the traffic and hinder de- 
velopment of cections tributary to 
them, great public good would be ac- 
complished, Surely the magnitude of 
the interests involved in this contrce- 
versy may well command the early 
attention of Congress.

AT the opening of the Leland 
Stanford Junior University yeater- 
day Seustor Stanford, iu behalf of 
himself and Mrs. Stanford, the 
founders of the university, de- 
livered a brief address, which is 
richly deserving of more notice 
than it is likely to receive: from 
casual readers. 

Senator Stanford took strong 
grounds against the idea some- 
times advauced that there can be 
superfluous education or that the 
limit of educational institutions 
has been reached in this country. 
He said with as much trath as 
eloquence: “As man cannot have 
too much health and intelligence, 
so he cannot be too highly eda- 
cated. Whether in the discharge 
of responsible or humble duties, 
he will ever fiud the kuowledge he 
has acquired through education 
not only of practical assistance 
to him but a factor of his pérsonal 
happiness aud joy forever. We 
believe that a wise system of edu- 
cation will develop a future civili- 
zation as much in advance of that 
of tbe present age as ours js in ad- 
vance of the condition of the 
savage. We may always advance 
toward the infinite.” 

These are wise and prophetic 
words and they are full of mean- 
ing, for they indicate tLe policy of 
the institution whice bas just been 
opened, They breathe the spirit 
of university education in the 
highest aud best sense. They es- 
tablish a standard which,if kept 
up, will put the Leland Stanford 
Junior University on a level with 
the best and most renowned edu- 
cational institutions in the world.

| Tho Tides of Lake Superior. 

| Lake Superior has its tides} same as 
| the octan. Observations at Duluth show 
the daily rise and fall of water at that 
city, independent of wind influences, is 
eighteen inches. This is not strange 
when the fact is considered that Lake 
Superi covers an area of 35,000 square 
miles ud has a general direction of 
east cud west. There is also a small 
tidal wave observable daily at the west 
ends of Lake Erie and Ontario. The m- 
fluence of the wind on the lakes is very 
observable. I have seen Niagara falls 
lowered to such an extent, by the piling 
up of waters in the west end of Lake 
Eric, that it would seem that one could 
wade across the river. The vast marshes 
along the south shore of Lake Erie are 
often overflowed with wind-borne 
waters and again made almost dry.
